2, The factory employs 4,500 workers, approximately half of whom are women. About 
300 people are engaged in administrative and miscellaneous duties. The average 
age; of the workers is 40, 

3, The prinolpal raw materials used are sunflower seeds, imported from the satellite 
oountriee, and peanuts, imported from China through the port of Szozeoin (Stettin; , 
Other raw materials include caustic soda, light gasoline, and synthetic gasoline 
from Most, 1 Colza oil is the only important Czech raw material used.

The change-over in systems caused the factox^y to lag behind its quota, cut 
difficulties were overcome in 1952 and the annual quota is now usually fulfilled o 
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5, Approximately 100 tons of various soaps ars producad daily, in addition to toilst 
articles and cosmetics. This factory's production meets approximately one half of 
Czechoslovakia's requirements in soap. 

6. The residue from the presses, which is supposed to contain not more than 0,5 peroent 
of oil, is made into cattle fodder, 

7„ The factory formerly produced margarine at a plant located approximately 20 kilometere 
north of Usti, 2 This plant, now no longer a part of the factory, produces a pure, 
waterless cooking oil for domestic use. 
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The thermal power station is located in the southwestern corner of the area, 
approximately 300 yards from the railroad station, ana supplies both the North 
Bohemian Fats Factory and the Strekov section. Both overhead ana ^ergraund pipes 
connect the factory with the power station. The station's chimney is 90 meters 
high, 10 meters in diameter at the bottom, and four meters in diameter at the top. 
Coal is brought in by rail and dumped directly into the coal bunkers, which are 
located to the south of the station. 

A small plant within the factory area runs trial production on new products and 
experiments with new uses for raw materials. The basement of the building is 
.occupied by an apprentices' school. 

A small plant within the factory area, although not a part of the factory, makes 
machines and accessories for the food industry and ventilators and exhausts, motors 
excepted, for mines. This plant employs approximately 300 workers. 

Raw materials and finished products are carried by rail. The faotory has a few 
freight cars and an electric locomotive for ubo within the factory area. 

The faotory has 30 watchmen. Workers must show their cards, which are issued by 
the management, before being admitted to the area. The canteen, although looated 
outside the factory area, is guarded, and all people who enter it must P*ove their 
identity at the door. The factory is etirrounded by a wooden fence two meters high, 
and watchmen are on 24-hour duty. Although the faotory has an air raid preoaut 
committee, no air raid shelters are known to exist.
